MAKE THEIR OWN LIGHT. 


te t 


Power of Many Plants and Animals 
One of Marvels of Nature. 


Among the most remarkable of all 
nature's phenomena is the marvel- 
lous light-giving power of many of 
eur commen plants and animals. 

Under certain conditions nastur- 
tiums, sunflowers, dahlias, tube- 
roses and yellow lies may be seen 
to glow with a soft radiance, vary- 
‘ing in. color and intensity. Only 
those flowers that have an abun- 
dance of yellow or orange shades 
exhibit this phosphorescence, The 
best time to see the light is after 
dark, when the atmosphere is clear 
and dry. The light is sometimes 
steady, but often intermittent and 
flashing. 

Often in .the-early fall the ground 
will be illuminated by the glow from 
the dead leayew The Australian 
poppy is the most remarkable of all 
the luminous.plants, for it has been 
found to send out a light of its own 


| of quite notable brilliancy. 


Mushrodms growing on decayed 
wood ‘often have a degree of bril- 
liancy that, when they are placed 
on a newspaper, will enable one to 
read the words in their vicinity with 
no other light. One species of 
mushroom in Australia, 16 inches in 
diameter, was, of such brilliancy 
that. seen from a distance, its light 
frightened. the natives. 

More interesting than the lumi- 
nous plants are the luminous ani- 
mals. The Pacific coast, famous for 
its many curious specimens of plant 
and animal life, is the home of 
many of them. 

Of all these the Ascidians are most 
noteworthy. One of. them, the Py- 
rosama, was seen first as a blaze as 
big as a bucket. When captured it 
was found to be a foot long and 


‘open at one end, at which there 
was a faint light. 


When touched 
the light at once blazed forth into a 
vivid silver phosphorescence. One 
of the animals kept in a dark room 
furnished enough light for the read- 
ing of medium-sized print. 
The creatures are of almost inde- 
scribable beauty, and by their 
radiance when moving about under 
water near-by fish can be discerned. 
Bibra. the British naturalist, uti- 
lized the animals for light, and-a

One school 
he visited had cracks in the floor and 
a leaking roof.

Drs. Chapin Aad Hand Say Animal 
Tests Save Thousands. 


A spatch from Philadelphia 
nave: Wivtnelicn has been the 
means of saving the lives of many 
thousands of children, declared two 
well-known physicians before the 
Philadelphia Pedriatic Society at 
the College of Physicians. They 
were Dr. Alfred Hand, jr., of this 
city, and Dr. Henry Dwight Cha- 
pin, of New York. Dr. Hand, at- 
tending physician at the Children’s 
Hospital, declared that, it was due 
to experiments upon animals that 
the invaluable blood test, whereby 
the presence of typhoid germs are 
detected, waa discovered.

The best way to ward off rheu- 
matism is to take it in hand serious- 
ly on its very first appearance. 
When a joint becomes stiff in bad 
weather go to bed and stay there 
for twenty-four or even for forty- 
eight hours. Complete rest is all 
important, for it is the movement 
of the bones on each other when 
the joint is only slightly inflamed, 
which does the damage. To keep 
the limb quiet and wrapped in lint 
with ichthyol ointment will relieve 
the pain and reduce any swelling 
in a short time. . 

During cold damp weather the 
jointe should be protected by warm- 
er underclothing.’ Anyone with « 
tendency to rheumatism should 
‘wear wool all the year round next 
the skin, but a somewhat heavier 
weight may be used during the win- 
ter. It is a mistake, however, to 
wear very heavy clothing, as this 
tends to bring out pain in the 
shoulders a elbows especially, 
Warmth without weight should be 
the aim of every rheumatic subject 


|| when choosing clothing. An excel- 
lent preventive is to sleep between | 


blankets. The slight roughness 
stimulates the skin and promotes 
the circulation. 

Further, the rheumatic subject 
must be careful as to what he eats 
and drinks. Butcher's meat and 
alcohol are both bad for him, and 
if he is wise he will take them in 
strictly limited quantities. If a 
stimulant must be taken let it be 
well matured whisky with soda wa- 
ter.

C.P.R., whith now shows gross an- 
nual earnings of $140,000,0000, 
could hardly buy axle grease. Its 
25,000,000 acres of land were worth- 
less. The land now sells at the rate 
of from 85 to $35 per acre. That 
worthless land in its totality repre- 
sents a cash value of nearly $350,- 
000,000. The lands still to be sold 
will realize $200,000,000. The com- 
missioner, w the London paper 
of Lord Northeliffe’s called Answers 
sent out to investigate conditions 
in the Dominion, regrets in one of 
his letters that the C.P.R. should 
have sold its land—any part of it— 
to speculators in the early days. 
The company regrets that policy to- 
day itself ; but at the moment there 
did not seem any alternative. The 
people could not be coaxed at the 
time to settle in the wilderness; 
and the company needed money; 
and the big parcels were parted 
with—parcels which in their unoc- 
cupied state are the wonder of the 
incoming settler, who has to go 
further back while the splendid 
lands lie idle close to the railway. 
Of course, not, an acre is sold now 
except to the genuine settler, but 
the point of value is that in the 
course of a comparatively few years 
our Canadian railways, which be- 
gan-in feebleness and doubt, with- 
out» great faith in the future, and 
mocked at by. critics, can show the 
enormous earnings, in a twejve- 
month, of $200,000,000.

The Census and Statistics Office in 
a bulletin iesued to-day state that ac- 
cording to returns from its crop corre- 
spondents, made on May 6th about 19 
p. ¢. of the area sown to fall-wheat in 
Ontario has been winter-killed, this 
percentage representing a reduction 
of 142,000 acres, the area sown, to 
562,000 acres, the area expected to be 
harvested. In Alberta, the other 
large fail wheat province, fall wheat 
has been killed to the extent of 156.6 p. 
¢. representing 86.000 acres, which 
will make the area to be harvested 1183, 
000 acres instead of 220,000 acres, the 
area sown last fall. At the corres- 
ee last year the percentages 
reported of fall wheat killed during 
the winter of 1912-13 were for Ontario 
18 p.c. and for Alberta 43.5 p.c. so 
that whilst the winter killing « 

wheat in Ontario is this year slightly 
more than it was last year i “rta 
it is very considerably less, this favor- 
able result being attributable to the 
mild winter inthe west, The total 
area estimated to be sown to fall 
wheat, inclading besides Ontario and 
Alberta, 3,000 acres in Manitoba, 78,
